The following is a condensed form of Benjamin Franklin's address, delivered before the Constitutional Convention in Philadelphia 

in 1787. 

*TAere ^s a great menace to these United States today and that great menace. Gentlemen, is the Jew^ 
In whatever country Jews have settled in any great numbers, they have lowered its moral tone, depreciated 
its commercial integrity, have segregated themselves and have not been assimilated, have sneered at and 
tried to undermine the Christian religion upon which this Nation is founded* They have built up a state 
within a state, and have, when opposed, tried to strangle that country to death financially* 

*^If you do not exclude them from the United States in the Constitution, in less than 200 years they will 
have swarmed in in such great numbers that they will dominate and devour the land and change our form 
of govemmenL 

"If you do not exclude them, in less than 200 years our descendants will be working in the fields to furnish 
the substance while they will be in the counting house rubbing their hands* I warn you. Gentlemen, if you 
do not exclude the Jews for all time, your children will curse you in your graves* Jews, Gentlemen, are 
Asiatics; they will never be otherwise*^* 

For years the original of the foregoing statement by Benjamin Franklin was in the Franklin Institute in Philadelphia. Scores of affidavits bear 
this out, but the Jews could no longer stand the truth of it and had it'taken out. Just how true were Benjamin Franklin^s words? Let us see: 
The Jews have been driven out of almost every country in Europe. What is all this about? Is it all for nothing? Impossible! The Jews were 
driven out of almost every country in Europe because of their plots to grab all in every country for themselves, and to eventually take that 
country over, just as their conspiracy is for world conquest, and communism is their principle weapon to attain that end. 

Records show that at least ninety percent of all Jews are Communists. The late Rabbi Stephen S. Wise of New York said: '*Some call it 
Communism but I call it Judaism*'* Jews boast in their own literature that they can bring about revolutions and create wars. After 
reading the Protocols ofZion (Jewish plans for world conquest) Henry Ford said: **Corral fifty of the world's wealthiest 
Jews and there will be no more wars*** 

Fathers and mothers of America, are you going to sit idly by and see the Jewnited Nations make laws for Americans to live up to? AMERICANS 
AWAKE, BECOME ORGANIZED, AND ^AVE YOUR COUNTRY BEFORE IT IS TOO LATE. 

Every red blooded American should consider it his or her duty to make copies of this sheet, pass along and mail to 
friends in other cities to arouse the people to the menace that is going on all around them, and of those who are the 
cause of it. Then rise up and rid the country of your enemy. You will get rid of the disease of Communism only 
when you get rid of the cause.

The following is an excerpt of a report delivered by the Netherlands Minister at Petrograd on the 6th of September, 1918, on the situation^ 
Russia. The Netterlands Minister was acting for the'British Ambassador and the report was presented to Parliament in London... "" 

**,The foregoing report will indicate the extremely critical nature of the present situation* The danger 

is now so great that I feel it my duty to call the attention of the British and all other Governments to 

the fact that if an end is not put to Bolshevism in Russia at once the civillsafton of the world will to 

fhreafMed* This is not an exaggeration, but a sober matter of fact; and the most unusual action of 

German and Austrian consuls-general, before referred to, in joining in protest of neutral legations 

appears to indicate that the danger is also being realised in German and Austrian quarters* I con- 

slder fhaf the immecZ/ofe suppression of Bolshevism is the greatest issue now before fhe worW, not 

even exc luding the war which is still raging, and unless, as above stated, Bolshevism is nipped in ^^^ 

the bud immediately, it is bound to spread in one form or another over Europe and the whole world, < ^S 

OS it is organised and worked by Jews who have no nationality, and whose one object /$ to destroy 

for their own ends the existing order of things* The only manner in which this danger could be averted 

would be collective action on the part of all Powers* /^ ^^ /^j ^_ ^^L 

"I am also of opinion that no support whatever should be given to any other Socialistic party in Russia, 
{least of all to social revolutionaries, whose policy it is at the moment to overthrow the Bolsheviks,

In the course of the conversation she stated that 
although she does rewrite on articles submitted she seldom 
writes articles of her own. She stated that most articles are 
furnished or submitted by persons using a pen name or sometimes 
their real name. If the opinion of the writer differs from that 
of the editorial policy of "Common Sense" ^ she said she changes 
at or leaves it out. Usually the consent to^ do this is given 
by the author.

The caller stated that Benjamin Preedman, a very rich anti- 
semite associated with the maga25ine, "Common Sense", published 
in New Jersey, contributed financially to the Negroes who 
recently terrorized Orthodox Jews in Brooklyn.

The 
same Jewish organizations that enthusiastic- 
ally sniff out and blow up to huge propor- 
tions any whiff of German anti-Semitism, and 
.that snoop about in America to find traces of 
it among Gentile Americans and almost gloat- 
ingly announced an alleged finding that those . 
Americans who go, to Church most are the 
most anti-Semitic,' were too stunned about 
signs of Negro anti-Semitism to want to rec- 
ognize it.

Dear Fellow Patriots: . - • 

On December 12th and 13th a meeting of State and Regional Coordinators was held 
in the Chicago area for the purpose of reorganizing the Minutemen. This meeting was 
forced upon us by the following facts coming to light in the recent months. 

1. The Headquarters staff at Norborne have been stealing defense funds for some 
time and spending this money on luxury items for their own personal use. Also some 
of this, money has been used for the purchase ofhallucenegenic drugs which are used 
quite heavily by persons on the, staff at Norborne. 

2. Bob DePugh is no longer able to run the organization, and his attempts to do so 
from jail are tearing it apart, 

3. Patriots across the country have been sold out by the pimps and dupes who now 
control the operations at Norborne Missouri, Security of all types has vanished from 
their grasp." , 

4. The National Headquarters staff has been unable to cooperate or , even co-exist 
with members of the executive council or the Regional and State Coordinators, to 
the point that many are dropping out of the organization after ten years of hard work. 

In light of the proceeding facts and others, the Regional and State Coordinators 
met in Chicago to determine a new course of aotiop. The turnout at the meeting was 
much higher than expected with such short notice. The results of the meeting which 
are of vital importance to all loyal Americans are as follows: 

1. The Norborne offices of the Minutemen are no longer to be recognized as the 
National offices of the organization and the persons working there are no longer 
accepted as members.

2. The Conlinental United Slates has been redivided into l.en Regions and 
Coordinators for all ten are in the process of being appointed. 

3. There will be for the present no new National Headquarters and no National Director, 
However, the Chicago offices will serve as Coordination Center for the intellegence 
information exchange which all the regions must have. All Coordinators will answer 
only to the executive council made up of the Ten Regional Coordinators. 

Other than the change in leadership and style of National Coordination all goals 
and aims of the Minutemen will remain as they have always been. All standard 
operating proceedures will remain in effect. 

It is with no great regret that we say goodby to the patriots for profit that have 
run this organization since the capture of Bob DePugh, and all they stand for. 

All material ever issued by National Headquarters is being republished where 
copyrights allow and all other material is being rewritten slightly and will be ready 
soon. Please contact your Regional Coordinator or the National Coordinating 
Center as soon as possible. We need the help of every Patriot in setting right the 
wrong of the past and in rebuilding the Minutemen into what it once was — "Truely 
the elite of the patriotic movement. " ' . 

Enclosed with this letter is a December report form for those of you who are 
already. members. For those of you who are not there 3S a space to indicate your 
desire to join. Included also are a list of reprinted and original publications 
which your teams may not have all listed are now available from your Regional 
Coordinator or the National Coordinating Center. 

The address of Your Regional Coordinator appears on the front page of this 
letter if one has been appointed for your area at this tim'e. If no second address 
appears send all mail to the National Coordinating Center, and it will be forwarded 
to your Regional Coordinator. • ^

Mr, RARICK. Mr. Speaker, it lias 
been .some 4 inonUi.s aRO that I called to 
the atix;nUon of tlic House the most re- 
cent of the classical Putnam letters — 
this one addressed to the current occu- 
pant of the Wliitc House, President 
Nixon, 

Neither a doctrine of fairness nor any 
standard of honesty in reporting applies 
to the news trust — which controls and 
pollutes our news. 

When a distinguished American, re- 
nowned as a scientist, an attorney, a 
scholar, and an author, is compelled to 
buy full page advertisements in the lead- 
ing daily newspapers to break through 
the curtain of silence and tell the Ameri- 
can people the truth, it should concern all 
of us. When some of the leading liberal 
papers refuse to sell advertising space 
to tell their readers the truth, only be- 
cause the truth does not agree v.-ith their 
own propaganda cainpaign:^, it should 
begin to alarm all of us. Thii is the sit- 
uation faced by ivir. Putnam in his one 
man quest for national sanity. 

The American people are awakening. 
They have disliked for some time the 
activities of the "limousine liberals," but 
they were successfully deceived into be- 
lieving that they were alone in their f,ail- 
ure to appreciate all of the integration 
benefits forced on them from the left. 
Now they know that they are not alone — 
that they are the large and powerful 
majority in this Japii, and they are 
speaking but-in "tones which are unmis- 
takable despite being smeared by the 
' "Communist- coined trigger Tvord, ''racist.'* 

As Americans liave personal contacts 
with the racial subculture of tlie Negro, 
they can no longer be deceived by the 
propagandists.

•Six monthH later, the nice bundlnpn wore 
wrccU.'t. Iho white pcojilc were none and tho 
area a .'joctal and phyijlcal idunnble.s. NoIj-.o 
(24 lio\ir.s a day). Olth and K»»'lJii(;ti, Immoral- 
ity and crime were ramjiant, and whKe skhii; 
became the target of a mallcloujj, blatant, 
orf5anly>rd V>lack racism. Wlien it became 
totally unsafe for white? to be In the neigh- 
borhood bccan.sc of roving ffang.s of vicious 
killers. T moved my family to another area 
two miles distant. 

Again. It was an excellent nclchborhood. 
with handKomc single-family homes in the 
$00,000 to .$75,000 class (near the South 
Shore Country CKa^) and dotted with Utxury 
apartment bulldincs, some of which were 
high rise skyscrapers. There I lived througU 
precisely the saine experiences I had had a 
short time previously, like seeing a movie a 
second time. Once again, the black tide came, 
spawning evil, filth. Immorality and c^Ime; 
once again, the roving gangs of black killers 
and vandals made tho nights hideous with 
screams, yells, catcalls and smashing glass, 
and the days nearly as bad. I saw more than 
once blacks copolating in public, scarcely 
hidden behind hedges, standing In doorways. 
In cars parked along the curb; like animals 
in their indifi"oronce to public decency. I saw 
with n^y ov/n eyes muggings and the stripping 
of autos*: I saw vandalism that deserved 
sKooting on the spot. I saw theft in grocery 
stores. I Tound piles of human feces in the 
foyer "of our building, without toilet paper, 
and our janitor told me that this was a com- 
mon occm-rcnce wherever negroes lived in 
apartment buildings. In our three-story 
building, containing 120 apartments, it was 
a nightly occurrence to licar men (prcsunx- 
ably, although It could well have been 
women) urinating from \ipper wlndovvs and 
daylight would reveal dripping, rceking'stains 
down the walls in many places. Screaming 
sex orgies were a common occurrence in the 
apartment across the hall, with bloody fights 
and crashing glass and splintered furniture. 
Again, it became impossible to live amongst 
these filthophiles — they like it that way! Not 
once did I ever see black people attempting 
to clean up their environment; all I ever 
saw was black people dumping their garbage 
out of windows, breaking every glass bottle 
tliey saw, throwing old furniture into the 
street gutters, stuffing rags into l>roken win- 
dows and casting plastic containers and old 
papex-s to the four winds. They will have it 
no other way. Give these animals paradise, 
•and in a month it will be a jungle fit only for 
animals. 

Knowing by then" that in due time we 
woxxld be leaving Chicago permanently for 
New Mexico, but at some time then still ■un- 
determined, I moved a third time three miles 
further south, again to a decent neighbor- 
liood. Once again, for the third time, I en- 
d.ured the same scenario, line for line, cue 
for c\ic. I left Chicago finally, after ten years 
aniong the blacks, with a profound racial 
prejudice arising o\it of personal experience. 
The blacks had caused me to dislike them 
beyond all measixre. l?or whatever it might 
bo wortli in this context, I would have ex- 
actly and precisely the same reaction to white 
people who acted and behaved as the black: 
people did- 

I came from a background of whlt^ poverty 
every bit as pervaslvo and hximiliating as 
that of a black slum, bxit Instead of turning 
to crime — like uncounted thousands of 
other white yoxith dxiring tho depression — I 
worked, and I worked hard, for the social 
respect I ^Yantod and expected. I didn't go 
around whining, with niy dJrty hands out- 
stretched for alms and charity, and neither 
I nor nay neighbors In poverty ever turned to 

want<>cl somethlngrwc et(-hcr worked for., it, 
or did without it, and oxir standai'd of living 
then was in every respect Less than the 
standard of living now enjoyed by 95% of 
the black people in America tCKlay. Even 'In 
the midst of grinding poverty of Appalachta 
In the lOSO'.s, nxy home and the homo.^, of our 
white neighbors were clean. We llvc<l decently 
amongst our neighbors, as our neighbors did. 
Wo tried mightily, and succcixifully, to l>o 
good citizens and good people. TJierc was in 
ovir community )io nith, no public immoral- 
ity, no b.ir.tard children from the whorciJ, no 
groat neighborhood nolso and racket, no 
gangtt of uadlHlic klllcva and rt*rtalnly no 
phy.'ilcal danger to our iiorsonu or o\ir prop- 
erty.

"CcOTmon Sense**, a tabloid size newspaper published twice monthly 
except once each during July and August. On August 5, 1965, 
I ( advised she has been acting manager of 

"Common Sense" since the death of the editor, Conde Mc Ginley, 
on July 1, 1963. She stated she was associated with Conde 
Mc Ginley for 17 years and since his death has been continuing 
his editorial policy. 

On May 5, 1967, | | advised there has been 

no change in the above situation and that the paper still does 
not have an editor. 

On December 17, 1954, the Committee on Un-American 
Activities of the United States House of Representatives 
published a "Preliminary Report on Neo-Fascist and Hate Groups" 
which discussed their grov/th and objectives at length. This 
report indicates that "Common Sense" has a circulation v/hich 
fluctuates between 30,000 and 100,000 copies an issue. It 
describes "Common Sense" as a "hate sheet" vehicle which 
publishes "some of the most vitriolic hate propaganda ever to 
come to the attention of the committee" . 

According to the report, "Common Sense" depicts 
communism as Judaism and devotes its pages a,lmost entirely 
to attacks on the Jewish and to a lesser extent, the Negro 
minorities in the United States. ^ Sympathy for the former 
Nazi Government in Germany is also' shown in the paper.
